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Engineers Propose Changes

The United States Corps of 
Engineers held a public hear- 
ing here Wednesday to discuss 
a proposed $68,909,000 plan 
to improve the supply distribu- 
tion and conservation of watei 
іп this area and south. 

Major features of the Corps’ 
plan recommend: 

—Raising levees surrounding 
Lake Okeechobee to permit 
storage of 4 feet of additional 
water. This means a seasonal 
regulation range between 19.5 
and 21.5 feet above mean sea 
level. 

—In wet periods when Lake 
Okeechobee requires regulatory 
discharges first priority would 
be given to pumping the excess 
water to conservation areas in 
the Everglades for usc by Ev- 
erglades Park and the lower 
Fast Coast area. 

Miami and North New 
River Canals would he im. 
proved for more efficient trans 
fer of excess water from Lake 
Okeechobee to the пе-дей

Saute tissuc-thin slices of on- 
ion (about М cup) in butter; 
remove from skillet and in the 
butter brown a pound of thin 
sliced veal cutlets that have 
been dredged in seasoned flour. 
Add 1% cups chicken stock 
(use broth cubes or soup) & the 
onions; simmer covered for an 
hour. Add sour cream (№ to 
1 cup) and a teaspoon pap 
ka; heat only until blended. 

Select firm tomatoes to broil; 
cut into halves and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Place an 
onion slice on top of each to- 
mato half; sprinkle with celery 
salt if desired. Top with a criss- 
cross of two short bacon strips 
and place under the broiler un- 
til bacon is done and tomatoes 
thoroughly heated. 

Grate the carrots and mix 
into them a handful of plump- 
ed raisins; blend with barely 
enough mayonnaise to moisten 
Serve on lettuce or in a sauce 
dish. 

For the cookies, buy refri 
gerated or frozen dough at 
your supermarket and slice 
thin — or use your own favor- 
ite butter cookies recipe. Spoon 
a small amount, about М tea- 
spoon, of orange marmalade 
омо the center of each and 
bake.

In speeches in both the 
House and Senate, California 
legislatures has described the 
CRLA as being detrimental to 
agriculture, causing waste of 
crops, loss of jobs to workers 
in agriculture which inevitably 
cost the Nation's housewives.

Interested parties in 
the Glades are well informed 
about the California agricul- 
ture and are leery of a dupli- 
cation of the Californial grow- 
ers problem of fighting an ex- 
pensive battle with a foe who 
has unlimited resources. i.e.. 
the federally funded СЕТА 
program. 

To date some conflicts has 
arisen but none that would not 
arise in any situation where 
two parties differ and hire law- 
yers to solve the conflict. Some 
opposition is present as а mat- 
ter of principal in opposition 
to federal intrusion into ever 
increasing areas. If the Feder- 
al government can bring in 
five lawyers, some ask, when 
will we see our doctor popula- 
tion doubled with the bringing 
in of a staff of perhaps 10 
doctors? 

The question of “Why?” is 
being raised in other areas of 
the program also 

Why allocate money (ог 
300,000 miles of authorized 
travel, not counting conference 
travel, for a total of $46,992 
when the program covers only 
six unties? 

Why is $48,000 needed for 
operation of telephones? 

Why fund the program, bas- 
ed in Dade County, when that 
county already has a large le 
t es program. This 
same County only has 14,000 
of the 80,000 migrants the pro- 
gram says it will “serve. 

But perhaps the 
portant question is. 
program serve the real m. 
of its target population?" This 
question will only be answer- 
ed through performance and 
many Glades citizens are watch 
ing carefully, evaluating, nd 
hoping that the program can 
indeed answer a legitimate 
need.

Migrants Have 
LegalService 


The attorney population of 
Belle Glade has doubled. 

Five lawyers, with main of- 
fices in Belle Glade, are work- 
ing under an Office of Econ- 
omic Opportunity two year 
grant to "make available to 
the culturally disadvantaged а 
variety of legal services aimed 
primarily at impoverished mig- 
ratory farm workers and agri- 
cultural workers," it states in 
the articles of incorporation. 

The Belle Glade staff hopes 
to cover the migrant popula- 
tion from Canal Point to Clew- 
імоп, handling legal problems 
ranging from divorce, custody 
misdemeanors, consumer pro- 
blems and employer — em- 
ployee problems. Work is be+ 
ing concentrated now in the 
Belle Glade and Pahokee areas. 

About 99% of the work 
load will be cases that never 
come to the attention of the 
public, said S. Gare, an attor- 
ney with this office. The other 
one percent will be court cases 
which will be all the public 
sees of the work being done, 
he said. 

The Florida program is fund 


ed by OEO for a two year 
period for over $800,000. In 
this program the South Flori- 
da Migrant Legal Services Pro- 
gram, Inc. has its headquar- 
ters in Miami and an East 
Coast, Belle Glade and West 
Coast office. И cóvers Bro- 
ward, Collier, Dade, Hendi 
Lee and Palm Beach Counties. 

Тһе concept of legal services 
being provided by federal funds 
is stated in the incorporation 
of the organization. И was, 
The struggle for equal justice 
under law, long an objective of 
democratic government, can- 
not be won unless the poor 
and underprivileged as well as 
the well-to-do can obtain com- 
petent lawyers to champion 
their cause . . . The OEO will 
provide funds to enable the 
legal profession more effective- 
ly to meet the challenges of re- 
presenting indigent persons a- 
gainst unequal treatment un- 
der law.”
